TUBERCULOSIS DEATHS 


In 1935 the general death-rate was 13.98 
per thousand of the population, In the pre- 
ceding ten years it averaged 14.2%. ‘The 
highest deathwrates were in the county 
boroughs. The lowest were in the Counties 
of Mayo, Kerry, Roscommon, Leitrim and 
Longford, i 
_ There was an increase from 1,359 to 1.904 
in the mortality from the principal ‘epidemic 
diseases, but the number of aite were ctill 
considerably less in number than in the 
three years 1931 to 1933, The main increases 
occurred under diphtheria, measles and in- 
fluenga. 

The country continues to be free from 
emallpox. Typhus fever is gradually dis- 
appearing. No case occurred in an urban 
district, the three cases notified having all 
been in rural areas. There were two deaths 
from the disease. Typhoid fever showed a 
general decrease, particularly insrural areas. 
_ The number of deaths from tuberculosis 
increased from 5,514 to 3,770, or 1.27 per 
1,000. The increase may be partially due to 
the severe winter conditions which obtained 
towards the end of 1935. 

The total number- of | beds devoted ex- 
clusively to the treatment of tuberculosis in 
approved institutions is 2,960, and, in addition, 
there are 431 im institutions for children 
suffering from tuberculosis. 

The efforts to encourage the appointment of 
Connty Medical Officers of Health have re- 
sulted in appointments being made in ail 
counties, except one.

Sim,.— The promised “new phase’’ in the 
history of the Abbey Theatre will, apparently, 
be very like the old.

There is to be a Horse Show period festival— 
which will. no doubt, be a brilliant social 
event, and will pack the theatre with 
visitors to Dublin; but, as most of the 
visitors will probably be foreigners, this in 
aovation, though useful, will not be as useful 
as it ought to he. New plays by new authors 
are to be produced—if and when they can 
be discovered, But, for a State-aided theatre 
which should be the inspiration of the 
drama throughout the country, the new 
developments are not very ambitious, May 
i. therefore. venture a few suggestions, which 
seem to me so obvious that perhaps for that 
very reason they have been overlooked! . 

The company: should tour more than 5:t 
does, but in Treland and in other countries 
of Europe cather than in the United States. 
We hardly need to advertise ourselves in 
che States; we badly need to do so in every 
country In MH RW 

The theatre should foster and encourage 
amateur theatrical societies throughout the 
country, doing the work which, for example, 
is done in England by the British Drama 
League. It should have a lending library 
of plays for productions and readings by 
local’ societies. It should give advice and 
assistance in productions, and be prepared 
to lend (in return for a reasonable fee) the 
services of an experienced producer or even 
an actor or two to amatenr societies. It 
should arrange lectures, not in. Dublin only 
and not at Horse Show time only, It should 
publish a periodical. 

Arrangements should be made to enable 
the company—those responsible for pro- 
duction, settings, lighting, ete.; and at least 
some of the actors—to see the work of their 
colleagues in other theatres and other 
countries from time to time. It would give 
them a necessary rest and fresh inspiration, 
and avoid the risks of staleness and “‘‘in- 
breeding.” Me

the report presented by Mr. Proinnsias 
MacBearnaird, Local Government Avditor, on 
his audit ef the accounts of the Dublin Cor- 
poration, 

The report goes on to state that the collec- 
tion of the municipal rates was very satis- 
factory, though outstanding rates at 3lst 
March, 1936, were £41,731. Of this amount 
a sum of £8,330 was uncollected in the Rath- 
mines West and the added area district. 

Mr. MacBearnaird commented again ‘‘on 
the lack of diligence displayed by the col- 
lector in this district,” and the report states 
that, despite previous criticism, adequate im- 
provement was not noticeable, and steps 
should be taken to secure @ more efficient 
collection by prompt action for the recovery 
of arrears. i 


LAND TRUST HOUSES 


Included in the general arrears were large 
sums owed by the occupiers of houses erected 
by the Trish Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust. 
“Since,” says the Anditor, ‘ judicial 
decisions have now definitely established and 
confirmed the Jiability of these tenants te 
discharge their rates, the actual collection of 
the amounts unpaid should receive immediate 
attention. ” 

The only items calling for comment in con 
nection with the water rate were the accumu 
lation ‘of arrears against the Howth Urban 
Council, the amount at 3ist March, 1036, 
being £2,124. The position, says the report, 
is not improving, and should not be allowed 
to continue 

Arrears both for meter-water and contract 
water rates were abnormal in the Rathmines 
West and added area district, the uncollected 
amounts representing. approximately 50 per 
cent. of the total supply registered. 


HOUSING ADVANCES 


The excellent standard in the collection of 
instalments repayable for advances under the 
Small Dwellings Acquisition Acts was main- 
tained. Out of an ordinary revenue of 
£72,237 the arrears at 3lst March, 1936, were 
merely £183. The arrears on the estate rental 
at álst March, 1936, fo? rents collected by 
the Finance and General Purposes Depart- 
ment were £2,123. 

The Auditor suggested that the work of 
the Child Welfare Committee and its sub- 
committees might with advantage be ‘mare 
closely co-ordinated with that of thé (or 
poration, as many anomalies prevailed for 
lack of a unified system between these twe 
bodies. If the requisitioning of medicines. 
etc., were dintialised greater economies could 
be effected. 

Authorisations for admission to extern 
hospitals and continuation treatment therein 
should be more rigidly controlled. 

‘There were 2,629,648 pints of free milk 
distributed, and the records of the distribu- 
tion were presented in a satisfactory manter. 
Attendances at some of the clinics for 
immunisation against diphtheria were small. 
and the sessions appear to have warranted 
either curtailment or discontinuance, 


* WORTHLESS METHODS ” 


The majority of the repayable accounts in 
the Waterworks Department were compiled 
on a quarterly basis, regardless of the actual 
time and materials issued on specific jobs, 
but providing for the correct ultimate 
chargeability. From the point of view of 
costing, such methods were worthless, and 
no useful purpose was served by the present 
chaotic arrangements. With a little foresight 
the actual costing of each job could be under 
taken without involving much extra labour. 

‘There were numerous errors and omissions 
of details as to mate:iv's and time in the 
books of the Paving and Sewers Departments 
The whole system of ‘reparing costing

records should be examined, and should 
receive serious attention. 

The collection of rents for the Housing 
Department was satisfactory, and the contro!

RAILWAY COMPANY'S 
STATEMENT. 


The old Broadstone Station will never he a 
railway terminus again That is quite 
definite, according to an official of the Greal 
Southern Railways, who discussed with ai 
Irish Times reporter yesterday tho repori 
that the management of the company were 
regretting their ‘ ingudicious decision’’ to 
close down the Broadstone, and that the 
‘decision is as good as made to return and 
retake possession” of the sprawling old 
Broadstone, the Gateway of the West. 

‘Someone has been drawing on his 
imagination,” said the official. ‘‘ That is the 
first we heard of taking over agam the 
Broadstone as a railway terminus, We find 
that we have plenty of accommodation at 
Amiens street and Westland road, and I 
cannot understand how anyone could give 
expression to’ statements that have no pub- 
stance whatever ‘Thee is no intention at all 
of reverting to the Broadstone, and the coin- 
pany’s intentions in regard to it have uot 
been changed.” 

The Broadstone Station at present is being 
use?! as a garage fo. the company’s omni- 
buses, and work on its better equipment is 
proceeding. All the alterations to make it 
suitable for its new purpose will be carried 
out in due course. : 

Tn regard to the suggestion that accom. 
modation at the present terminus is not 
sufficient, the J/rish Times reporter was 
informed that no complaints had been 
received in this regard, Everything was 
going according to a Naturally, the new 
arrangements took time, He could not say 
what their intentions might be in the future, 
other than that they would be governed by 
the demands made on the railways.

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CROPS 
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FARM CONDITIONS 
IN AUGUST

INDICATIONS OF A 
GOOD YEAR 
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Reportin’ on. agricultura] conditions in the 
Saorstat on the Ist inst., the Department of 
Agriculture states that pastures improved 
considerably during the warm spell in August, 
and the aftermath on early-cut meadows also 
made good progress Altogether there was a 
very satisfactory coverirg of good grass, and 
live stock generally reflected in their con- 
dition the Penent secursd by the ample 
grazing available, The general tenor of the 
reports at the end of August indicated that 
all. live stock were in good health and 
condition , 

Hay crops during the month were saved 
under satisfactory conditions, Yields were 
reported to be considerably above average, and 
the crop generally was of excellent quality. 


GRAIN CROPS AND FLAX 


The harvesting of the cereal crops was not 
completed at the end of the month. Con- 
siderable progress had, however, heen made 
with the cutting of winter wheat. barley and 
oats. Som. threshings of wheat had been 
made While these did not in every case 
prove satisfactory fron the point of view of 
yield, sufficient weighings hed not taken place 
to enable anything like a reliable estimate to 
be formed of th crop yield, The saving of 
spring wheat i. not likely to be completed 
much before tiie end of September. 

Pulling of the flax cvop was completed in 
most districts, and in many cases the retting 
and saving had heen carried out under satis- 
actory condition |§ The crop bulked better 
than had been anticipated. Some of the 
crop did not set well, and as a result the 
ultimate yiele will in such cases be adversely 
affected. 


POTATOES AND ROOTS 


Although blight was fairly general in most 
districts, tops Tasted out well, except where 
spraying had not been done. In the latter 
cases the ravages of the disease were much 
more evident than in those where spraying 
had been carried out. On the whole, how- 
ever, the crops looked wel!, promising a satis- 
factory yield Second earlies yielded up to 
the average, and the quality o.. the tubers 
was generally good. Prices for the home 
market varied during the month from 3s. 4d. 
to 5s. per cwt. 

Mangels promised a yield at least up to 
Svereer- lurnips—early sowing good, oes 
variable—showed improvement as,a result of 
the August weather, Sugar beet was variable. 
On the whole, however the cro» made good 
progress,. and, provided ‘hat. weather con- 
ditions during the remainder of the growing 
period should not prove unduly severe, the 
yleld should be about average, 


CATTLE 


Cattle generally weve healthy and in good 
condition at the end of August. The num- 
bers offered for sale during the month were 
about the same as in. July. Prices eased 
slightly during the month both for fat cattle 
and stores. |

Flocks were maintained in good health and 
condition.

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ECHO OF FENIAN RAID 
ON CANADA 


HOW IRISH SOLDIER WON 
VICTORIA CROSS 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
NEW YORK, Friday. 


The only Victoria Cross ever awarded for 
an act of heroism performed on the North 
American continent has come into the pos- 
session of the American Numismatic Society, 
and is being exhibited in the society's 
museum in New York. 

This specimen of the Cross is one of three 
such decorations bestowed for acts of 
gallantry not performed in the face of the 
enemy. ; 

In 1866 many members of the Fenian 
Rociety entered Canada from the U.S.A. 
intent upon '" avenging dag. to their 
native Ireland.” Crossing the frontier into 
Western Quebec, they destroyed much 
property and caused alarm, Several divisions 
of Canadian troops were sent to the points of 
invasion, ” 

Among these soldiers was Timothy O’Hea, 
an Irishman, who had enlisted in the 
Canadian Army. As his regiment was cross- 
ing Quebec by train, bound for the scene of 
the disorders, O’Hea saw smoke rising from 
a munition wagon at the end of the train. 
Rushing to the wagon he uncoupled it from 
the rest of the train and crawled aboard. 
Seizing a bucket of water he poured it over 
the rapidly spreading flames. i 

When his regiment returned to find . out 
what had happened to the missing wagon 
O’Hea was found sitting amid the stores of 
ammunition that he had saved. 

At that time the words of the warrant 
creating the Victoria Cross had been changed 
to permit its bestowal for acts of pent 
in the absence of the enemy. Shortly after- 
wards the provisions of the warrant were 
changed back to the original form, which 
made the presence of the enemy necessary to 
the winning of the Cross. : 

Poverty finally led O’Hea to part with 
his Cross, The Numiamate Society acquired 
it from a pawnshop.

‘CHINA 
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MISSIONARY WORK 
IN 1603 


FIR somone

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HE Rev. Matthew Ricci, baptised Hsu 
Kuang-chi, a noted Chinese scholar in 
1605 at Nanking, now the seat of the 

Central Chinese Government. In 1607 this 

Chimese made the. spiritual exercises of St. 

lgnatius, became an apostle, and gave sixty 

catechumens to Father Cattaneo, SiJ., for 
baptism. ‘This priest was the first missionary 

in Shanghai, . 

In 1640 the first Catholic church, that of 
the Immaculate Conception, was erected in 
the native quarter, where it still stands. In 
1653 there were 40,000 Christians in Shaughai ; 
in 1703 there were two churches and thirty 
chapels, administered by three priests and a 
brother. 

Persecutions in China and European 
political upheavals reduced the number of 
missionaries. In the 18th century Shanghai 
experienced a revival of the faith, the mis- 
sionaries facing death to carry on their work. 
Rich Chinese, the families of Ngai, Leh and 
Se, kept the faith alive in private chapels in 
their homes during its most dark and 
dancerous days. 

The Jesuits who had been driven from 
Shanghai were brought back in 1839 at the 
reonect of the Catholics of the eity. In 
1843 Shanghai was opened to foreign trade, 
and the English Concession was established. 
In 1849 the French went in. Thirteen years 
later the Americans were conceded the 
present Hongkew section. In the following 
vear the English took over the American 
section, and from then on it hecame known 
as the International Settlement. 


JESUITS’ WORK 


In 1843 the Jesuits in the Province of 
Paris were placed in charge of the migsions 
of Kiang-nan. Three years later they built 
the churches of St. Francis Xavier and St. 
Joseph. There the descendants of Paul Han, 
Father Ricci’s convert, renouncing their high 
rank in order to live their faith. dwelt in 
poverty near the tombs of their ancestors. 

In 1848 Bishop Maresca was appointed 
Administrator of the Vicariate of Kiang-nan. 
The Cathedral of St. Francis Xavier was 
opened in 1853. From 1900 to 1931 the 
missioners’ work was handed over to native 
priests, and Canadian, Italian and Spanish 
Jesuits. When Nanking was given to the 
native clergy, Bishop Haoui-see, 8.J., became 
the first Vicar Apostolic of the mission of 
Shanghar, in 1903. This now numbers 133,000 
Christians, 

In China proper there are now 2,934,175 
Catholics in a population of approximately 
483,000,000. There are 4,522 priests— about 
one for overy 660 Christians, and one for 
every 106,000 inhabitents. There are now 
more than 5,746 Catholic Sisters in China and 
1,265 Brothers, with 697 Chinese seminarians

Drinking bouts, depression, and a bank 
overdraft were mentioned at the Westminster 
(London) inquest yesterday on John Alex- 
ander Hanson Freshfield, the 19 years old 
Cambridge undergraduate, who shot himself 
in a taxi-cab early on Tuesday; shortly before 
he was to have appeared at Bow street on a 
motoring charge. Freshfield, who had lived 
at Reigate, Surrev, was the son of Dr, BE. H. 
Freshfield, a member of Dorking County 
Bench, 

A verdict of suicide while of unsound mind 
was recorded. 

The Deputy Coroner (Dr. Philip Barlow) 
said that Freshfield left two letters. one to 
his mother and one to a friend. I: the letter 
to his mother he said:—‘' You saw me for 
the last time when you left me this alfter- 
noon. Please do not think I take the coward’s 
way out. Probably you will,” 

Mr. Edward Stuart Hunt, a London solici- 
tor, stated that Freshfield had suffered from 
periods of depression since a motor accident 
about two years ago. “As a rule,” he 
added, ‘‘drinking bouts coincided with the 
depression.’”’ 
overdrawn to about £00, but there was 
security at the bank covering it. and Fresh- 
field knew that a sum of £400 was coming 
into his account on the 20th of the month. 

Mr. Hunt. said. that Freshfleld was a 
promising student, but had been worried 
because of some eve weakness, which made 
him give up reading for a time, and he failed 
in his examination. 

Joseph John Landsell, a taxi-driver, of 
Strathleven road, Brixton, London, described 
how he picked up Freshfield off Regent street 
at, 4.30 a.m. on September 14. He was sober. 
“He spoke very rationally.’’ added the taxi- 
driver. “He asked me to drive towards 
Chelsea Bridge via Victoria. He had a bottle 
of champagne with him ” Just after driving 
past Buckingham Palace he heard a tap on 
the window He looked back, but seule not 
see Freshfield on, the seat. : 

“1 put the light on, and found that he 
was on the mat. I found him bleeding from 
the head. I drove nim straight to the police 
station in Gerald road, and then to St. 
George’s Hospital on police instructions. 

The medical evidence showed that death 
was due to a gunshot wound in the head, 
and the Coroner said he was satisfied that 


Freshfield was not responsible for his actions.

At the inguest held in Steevens'a Hospital 
vesterday evidence was given by little boysa— 
John O’Brien (8), of Bulfin road, anu John 
Brown (11), of Bolton road—that they were 
with James Maloney picking haws off a haw- 
thorn bush on the 15th inst. near Griffith 
Bridge, on the Grand Canal. Maloney was 
up in the tree, when he fell off and they saw 
him in the water. 

Michael Larkin said that he dived into the 
Canal to the assistance of Maloney. He 
caught him by some part of his clothes and 
began to swim with him to the bank, but the 
part of his clothing gave way and Malohey 
sank. Ile then tried to catch Maloney with 
his feet, but his body was too heavy and 
was swept away from him. 

Peter Lynch and Laurence Condron, lock- 
keepers, Granda Canal, gave evidence of 
dragging for the body and recovering it.

Yesterday the Nyon Conference ended, 
having agreed upon a plan for the sup- 
pression of .Mediterranean piracy in every 
shape and form. Farlier this week it had 
dealt. with the subject. of pirate sub. 
‘marines, and it simply has extended the 
procedure to cover the case of surface 
vessels and aircraft. As on the former 
occasion, Italy has been invited to co- 
operate with the fleets of France and 
Britain; but we do not suppose that her 
answer to the second invitation will be 
any more favourable than her answer to 
the first. The most interesting feature of 
these agreements, however, is their effect 
upon the original scheme of non-interven- 
tion. Britain and France have decided 
that their ships no longer can serve any 


and will be employed better in the fight 
against piracy. The non-intervention 
plan, therefore, is dead. It ceased to be 
effective from the moment when Germany 
and Italy withdrew their vessels and left 
half of the coast exposed to anybody who 
should choose to approach ; its utility was 
impaired further when Senhor Salazar’s 
Government declined to perm't supervision 
of the border between Portugal and Spain. 
Henceforward the approaches to Spain 
will be open. Any foreigner who is pre 
pared to defy his own nation’s decree 
against the export of war material to 
Spain, and will run the gauntlet of the 
Spanish warships of the Opposite side, is 
at liberty to provide either Valencia. or 
Salamanca with arms. The risk, in fact, 
will be little greater than it has been at 
any time within the past six months; but 
& principle has been sacrificed. Non- 


intervention may not have been a policy 


of the highest wisdom—it has threatened, 
indeed, mere than once to defeat its own 
ends, and te plunge a continent into war— 
yet it represented a very sound principle, 
and deserved better success. Its failure 
now is admitted by the two nations which 
brought it into being, and made themselves 
responsible for its continuance. Once 
again, in a word, the attempt to establish 


a collective discipline among the nations 
has been abortive. The frank refusal of 
the two Fascist nations to exercise im- 


partiality in regard to Spain defeated the 
non-intervention plan from the beginning, 
and the fear of peril to the world’s peace 
has dealt it the mortal blow. Italy’s 
friendship is more important to Great 
Britain and France than a quick termina- 
tion of Spain’s agony. The two factions, 


left to themselves, would be able to con- 


clude their struggle with comparative 
speed: now that the ports of Spain are 
open to every adventurer who hopes to 
make money by gun running, and to every 
nation which has little respect for its 
bond, the conflict may be protracted in- 
definitely.. The lesser evil has been pre- 
ferred to the greater. We can only hope 
that Italy, realising that she has gained 


one of her chief objects, will join forces 
with the two sponsor countries, and that 
further harm will not result from this 
latest attempt at good.

The Store Trade 
From all the chief cattle-breeding parts 


hibits of cattle in the shows this summer 
have been fewer in numbers by about 
& quarter. This corresponds with a 
decline in the export of Irish store cattle 
to Britain. In July last year the Free 
State sent 38,000 head. In July of the 
present year it sent only 51,000— making 
a reduction, within twelve months, of 
nearly a fifth in what formerly was a 
highly important trade. This decline is 
discused by a correspondent of the 
Farmers’ Weekly, who cites the wholesale 
slaughter of calves two years ago as the 
explanation of the steepness of the fall. 
but argues that a considerable decline, 
which must continue, comes from new in- 
ternal conditions. Among the new factors 


are the industria] subsidies. “* Every 
little town in the cattle districts now has 
two or more factories employing a couple 
of hundred hands each, and these hands 
must be fed from the area, since no staple 
foodstuffs are allowed to be imported. 
Therefore,’ the correspondent writes, 
“ the production of milk, bread, butter 
and bacon is the chief concern of the 
farmers.’’ Another factor is the continued 
division of the land. Within a year almost 
half-a-million acres were divided among 
small holders and landless men, so that

| History in’ Drama 


. In his address before the departure of 
the Abbey Theatre players to America 
Mr. F. R. Higgins’ made ‘an announce. 
ment which will delight all. At the season 
of next year’s Dublin Horse Show the 
Abbey “Theatre will give a dramatic 
festival, lasting a fortnight, at which one 
of the old. successes of the Abbey will be 
revived every day, while lectures’ will] 
recall the artistic and intellectual, history 
which has flowed from the Irish National 
Theatre. Who will not look forward 
eagerly to this dramatic treat, for which, 
no doubt, we have to thank the enter- 
prise of the young blood which has been 
brought into the directorate? More than 
once Mr. Lennox Robinson has made high 
claims for the crucial part: which the 
Abbey. has taken in Irish history of the 
last thirty years, and has pointed out that 
virtually every Irishman of note in letters 
and affairs in our time has been influenced 


directly or indirectly by that little theatre 
beside the Dublin quays. The school of 
letters which comprised the founders of 
the theatre, though it is called “the 
Abbey school,” is far from including all 
who have been affected by the theatre. 
The Yate Padraic Pearse and his revolu- 
tionary colleagues did not belong to that 
school, although the Abbey staged a Gaelic 
Nativity or Passion play from Pearse’s 


pen; but they were frequenters ‘of the 
theatre, and Pearse himself defended the 
art of Synge in a notable essay. Mr. 
Arthur Griffith was sometimes an 94verse 
critic of the Abbey, but he went to see 
its plays. Politicians of schools as diverse 
as Ulster Unionism and Dublin Labour 


have used types that the Abbey coined— 
the Eloquent Dempsey and the Playboy— 
to illustrate thefr controversies. Foreign 
visitors have learned not all that ought to 
be known of Ireland from the peasant 
tragedies and suburban satires. but far 
more than they would know if there were 
no such centre of literary life in this de- 
nationalised capital city. At next year’s 
festival we hope to review the history 
which these names recall; and this we 
must do with sorrow for many an honoured 
figure, now removed from us. Lady Gregory, 
the queen of modern Irish letters, will not 
be there; indeed, there will be a whole 
line of seats vacant for the noted con- 
tributors to Irish art and letters who have 
died since they served the Abbey. Of noted 
spectators there will be an even greater 


number of absences, which time compels. 
Personal friendships among unnoted 
persons will be recalled, too, and our 
earlier selves; for who among us could 
see a revival of Yeats’s ‘“ Deirdre,” or of 
Boyle’s farces, or of the less-frequently 
acted Synge and Gregory pieces, without 
remembering the new world of glamour 
and laughter, of poetry and hope, which 
they opened to the yet undisillusionised 
eyes of youth? We recognise the force of

STILL NO NEWS 
OF YACHT 


SIXTEEN MEN ON 
BOARD 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BOSTON (MASSACHUSETTS), 
i riday. 


NXIETY for the missing En- 
deavour I. has increased as the 
hours pass without word from the 
four coastguard cutters and seaplane, 
which are searching hundreds’ of 
square miles of the Atlantic, off the 
New England coastline. 
Local mariners feel concern. owing to the 


| fact that there has been no report from 


any source, including liners along the 
revular trans-Atlantic lines, who have 
been asked to keep a watcn. 

Calm weather prevails, but fog is 
reported. 

Endeavour I. has sixteen men on board, 
according to the New York Herald- 
Trabune, 

An intensified search has produced no 
sight or trace of the yacht. An amphibian 
plane flew over a wide area for four hours 
on the track which Endeavour I. was 
thought to be on, but without result. 
Ships on the North Atlantic routes have 
been asked to keep a look out. 

Captain Wallace Grint, captain of the 
motor yacht Viva HH. from which 
Endeavour I. bioke away at midnight on 
Monday, said: ‘‘I have hope—that is as 
far as I will go,’’ when asked the direct 
question: ‘‘ 1s the Endeavour lost 7” 


DESIGNER’S VIEW 


Mr, Charles E. Nicholson, designer of 
Endeavour |. former British contender 
for the America’s Cup, told a reporter 
yesterday that the vessel would ride more 
comfortably under her own power than 
when in tow. 

‘It is probable that what sails she had 
up would be blown away if the storm came 
on very suddenly, and they could not get 
them down,” he declared. 

“There is a possibility also that the 
mast might be carried away. In that case 
she would drift about until picked up 
unless it were possible for the crew to fix 
up a jury rig to help steady her.’’ 

The Essex village of Tollesbury, from 
which come the captain and six. other men 
on the missing yacht, waits anxiously for 
news, but there is confidence that they 
will reach safety.

examine their papers, and to ascertain 
whether they carry the observers, whom 
they should have embarked at fixed ports 
of call in neutral countries, and to report 
any breach to the Committee. "heir with- 
drawal for a more, urgent service will not 


‘apparently affect the observers, who will 


presumably continue to embark in these 
merchantmen, and to eer whether the 
passengers and cargoes which they land at 
Spanish ports include volunteers and con- 
traband of war. The control of the land 
frontiers of ‘Spain, from which the neutral 
observers were withdrawn when the Italian 
and German warships were withdrawn 
from the naval control, remains with the 
French and Portuguese frontier authori- 
ties, who may be vigilant enough. 

It is clear, therefore, that the Anglo- 
French decision need not greatly. affect the 
existing control scheme. That scheme 
might have been greatly expanded had 
the British attitude in supporting it been 
better understood by some of the Govern- 
ments represented in the Committee. No 
desire for prestige has inspired the British 
Government's efforts to make the work of 
the Non Inteivention Committee in 
London and of the Conference at Nyon a 
success. Their sole aim has been to 
prevent the Spanish civil war from in- 
volving other nations, and latterly to put 
a speedy end to the attacks on inoffensive 
neutral shipping, to which it hes led. 
The Nyon ariangement was completed 
yesterday by the agreed extension of the 
defensive plan to attacks on neutral 
shipping by aircraft and surface ships ; 
the door remains open to Italian co-opera- 
tion, and it would be deplorable were 
any misunderstanding of British motives, 
or atty fancied. slight, to lead a reat 
maritime nation to maintain an, aloof and 
isolated attitude in a matter of common 
concern to every State that uses the 
Mediterranean seaway. 

As for tne Non-Intervention Committee, 
the success of its work has always 
depended, and will depend, on the value 
vf the undertakings given by the Powers 
nted on it not to.intervene in the 
Spanish civil war. These undertakings 
have not always been of uniform value, 
but this has not prevented the Committee, 
which has been supported at every stage

The second 
document covers builders’ labourers. 

The area of registration in the case of 
tradesmen which is suggested is Dublin 
City and County and the Bray urban area. 

Three areas are suggested in the case 
of builders’ labourers, and separate rates 
are proposed for each. It is understood 
that a map has been prepared showing the 
boundaries of these areas. They may be 
roughly described as: 

(a) Dublin City and the Borough of 
Dun Laoghaire ; 

(b) The semi-urban area of County 
Dublin; and |

A JOINT COUNCIL 


It is proposed that a Joint Committee, 
consisting of an equal number of repre- 
sentatives of the employers and the trade 
unions should be set up within two weeks 
of a resumption of work. his Committee 
or Council will have a neutral chairman.

Other points include a new boundary 
rule for the purpose of calcnlating walking 
time, improved rates for apprentices, 
special rates for shift work, and new 
regulations governing height money. 

It is surgested that the new agreements, 
when made, should operate for a period 
of two venrs from the date of a resump. 
tion of work. Provision is also made for 
the continuance of the agreements beyond 
this period unless notice to the contrary 
is given by one side er the other. 

The above is the broad plan of the 
proposa':, which have to be considered by 
seven asscciations representative of the 
emplovers and by 17 or 18 trade unions. 

It is not anticipated that the decisions 
of all tha bodies will be available for at 
least a week. |

Mystery of Japanese Liner 


URSUING their successful drive in North China, some forty mile: 
south-west of Peiping, the Japanese now claim to have almost en 


circled 100,000 Chinese troops. 


The Japanese communiqué says that these include two divisions of 
Central Government troops, -who fought most desperately, but that. the 
adjoining Chinese divisions broke under the fierce onslaught of the 


Japanese attack. 

A first-class mystery has been 
caused in Shanghai by the non- 
arrival of a 5,000-ton Japanese liner, 
carrying among its passengers a 
number of Britons, which was due at 
10 o'clock yesterday morning, says 
the Press Association. The liner has 
always previously been up to 
schedule. The sea was calm, and 
tugs waited from early morning until 
midnight to dock the liner, but there 
was no sign of the ship. 


OFFICIALS RETICENT 


Officials of the line in Shanghai declare 
that she will dock today, but they refuse 
to state whether any wireless messages 
were re rived from her yesterday or to 
comment on the suggestion that the liner 
may have been bombed by Chinese under 
the impression that it was a transport 
ship. 

The vessel is the N.Y.K. (Japan Mail 
Steamship Company ) liner Nagasaki Maru 
The Nagasaki Maru is one of the express 
hoats that ply between Shanghai, Nagasak\. 
Kobe and Yokohama. 

In North. Eastern Shansi (North China) 
Chinese aeroplanes, for the first time in 
the war, appeared over Tatung, recently 
seized by the Japanese, and dropped 
bombs. 

The continuous downpour of rain, 
normal in September, has turned the 
flat country between Shanghai and 
Woosung into a quagmire, which holds 
up all activities, except those of the 
Japanese bombers. 

These are searching Pootung, across the 
river, for the concealed Chinese snipers, 
who are still causing much annoyance to 
the Javanese men-o’-war in the river, . 

The Chinese population of Shanghai, 
swollen by hundreds of thousands of 
refugees, is facing a serious food 
shortage. 


REFUGEES’ PLIGHT 


All supplies from outside have been 
stopped, and the Japanese in control ol 
the north and east of Shanghai refuse to 
allow the rice to be taken from the ware- 
houses for the benefit of the refugees. 

It is announed that the Chinese 
Ministry of Finance has remitted the 
necessary money in sterling to meet 
the payments due on the 1912 Loan 
and the Anglo-French Loan of 1903. 

Naturally the blockade and the flight 
of. peasants from their farms between 
Woosung and Shanghai has blocked the 
normal inflow of supplies. The result is 
that the Chinese population, swollen by 
hundreds of thousands of refugees, 1s 
facing a serious shortage of food. 


MEN-OF-WAR 


The Chinese Official Agency learns that 
two Japanese men-ot-war oile 27,000 and 
35,000 tons have arrived off Luiho, the 
Yangtze end of thy Chinese line. 

The Japanese are stated to be continu- 
ing the seizure of islands and to have now 
occupied Cheniushan, off the north-eastern 
coast of Kiangsi Province, 

A Reuter Peiping telegram says:— 
Fifty thousand Chinese troops in the 
Lianghsiang sector, some fifteen miles 
south-west of Peiping, are reported to be 
in danger of being crushed between two 
Japanese forces. The Japanese, who 
crossed the Chuma River on Thursday, 
pressed on 12 miles in 24 hours, 
and captured a section of the Peiping- 
Hankow Railway, near Chochow, thus 
isolating the 50,000 Chinese from their 
main base. At the same time another 
Japanese force drove down on the other 
side to a point within fifteen miles of 
Chochow. Unless the Chinese here escape 
westwards. among ‘the hills they are 
vrapped.

AGREEMENT IMMINENT

The signing of the annexe to the Nyon 
anti-piracy pact coincided yesterday with 
outbursts from Italy and Germany against 
Anglo-French co-operation in the Medi- 
terranean. 

According to German newspapers, Nyon 
is developing into a demonstration 
primarily in favour of safeguarding Anglo- 
trench interests to the detriment of Italy 
and Germany. The crisis in the Medi- 
terranean, these papers agree, has become 
more intensified. 

Resentment over the plan has led to a 
sharper tone in the Italian Press refer- 
ences to Britain. The talks aiming at an 
Anglo-Italian understanding are con- 
sidered by some people in Rome to be 
imperilled. 

Britain’s announcement that in agree- 
ment with France she has decided to dis- 
continue the non-intervention patro] off 
the coast of Spain, it is declared in Paris, 
implies no change in the policy of non- 
intervention. Swift and effective action 
is imperative to end the menace of sub- 
marine piracy, and accordingly patrolling 
warships are being diverted to the Med1- 
terranean. . 

So ends a watch on the Spanish coast, 
which has been only partial since Ger- 
many and Italy withdrew. 

Moscow is accused of submarine piracy 
in & communiqué issued from General 
Franco’s Salamanca headquarters, which 
states that the facts will be furnished to 
the London Non-Intervention Committee. 


ATTACKS BY SURFACE 
VESSELS 

Reuter’s correspondent at Geneva, after 
detailing the agreement, reached by the 
Nyon Powers in connection with aircraft 
attacks, says :— 

With regard to surface vessels, the pro- 
posal to extend the provisions of the Nyon 
Agreement to attacks by such craft 
aroused objections from the legal mind of 
M. Politis (Greece), the well-known 
international lawyer. 

He asked what would happen 1f a Greek 
destroyer saw an Italian battleship sink- 
ing a non-Spanish merchant vessel in 
Greek territorial waters without regard to 
the provisions of the London Naval 
Treaty. What could a Greek destroyer do 
in such circumstances? 

The scruples of M. Politis were satisfied 
by the addition of a sentence running as 
follows :—‘‘In_ territorial waters the 
riparian Powers shall decide what action 
they shall take in the circumstances of 
the case.” 

The agreement signed this evening con- 
sists of a text which is virtually identical 
with that signed at Nyon, with the 
difference that the words “ aeroplanes and 
surface vessels’’ are substituted for the 
word “ submarine.”’ 

In addition it is accompanied by two 
annexes dealing with the routes to be 
followed, and the zones reserved for sub- 
marine exercises. 

The agreement was signed without 
reservation by al] the nine States, and the 
text will be published to-morrow to allow 
its communication to Italy. 


INVITATION TO ITALY 


It is understood that the British and 
French Chargés d’Affaires in Rome will 
receive instructions to-night to communi- 
cate to the Italian Government the text of 
the new agreement in the same conditions, 
and with the same invitation to partici- 
pate, as was done in the case of the 
original Nyon Agreement, of which this 
forms an integral part.
